BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

Emilio Martini, Prefect of the Biblio- 
teca Nazionale at Naples, and Domenico 
Bassi, librarian of the Brera, at Milan, 
after twelve years' labor have completed 
the catalogue of the Greek Manuscripts 
in the Bibliotheca Ambrosiana. Hitherto 
it has been impossible for scholars to ob¬ 
tain information of this splendid collection, 
comprising about eleven hundred Greek 
manuscripts, unless they went to Milan and 
laboriously worked their way through the 
manuscript catalogue of the 17th, 18th and 
19th Centuries—an undertaking practically de¬ 
nied to those whose time was limited or who 
lived at a distance. 

The Society of Iconophiles, New York 
City, has published a very welcome book in 
“An Index to the Illustrations in the Manuals 
of the Corporation of the City of New York, 
1841-1870,” commonly known as “Valentine's 
Manuals.” The work contains a list of the 
plates and maps in the Manuals—the volumes 
being arranged chronologically; a list of the 
maps and plans of the city of New York and 
vicinity, arranged chronologically from 1643 
to 1870, with a list of the miscellaneous maps 
appended; a list of the facsimiles—letters, 
signatures, documents, broadsides and certifi¬ 
cates; also, a general index, in one alphabet, 
to all the illustrations. The lists are prefixed 
by an introduction by William Loring An¬ 
drews, giving a sketch of David Thomas Val¬ 
entine, to whom the antiquarian owes a debt 
which will be estimated at its true worth only 
after the face of old New York has been com¬ 
pletely changed. A photograph of Valentine, 
etched by C. W. Jarvis, forms the frontis¬ 
piece. (18+107 p. 12 0 , cl. 250 copies.) 

The Librairie Damascene Morgand, (Ed. 
Rahir, successor,) Paris, has just brought out 
“La Bibliotheque de l'amateur. Guide sommaire 
a travers les livres anciens les plus estimes et 
les principaux ouvrages modernes,” by 


Edouard Rahir, the well-known antiquary and 
proprietor of one of the famous bookshops of 
the world. The work is based on the cata¬ 
logues of Rahir’s book shop, which in its 
day has owned nearly every known famous 
book. For this reason M. Rahir may safely 
claim that his catalogue is a guide to the 
most valuable specimens of the printer's 
art in all ages and countries. The catalogue 
is arranged by subjects, (1) Books notable 
for their literary value, for example, (a) lil 
erary works, (belles lettres;) ( b ) theology 
law, science, art, geography and history; 
(2) Illustrated Works; (3) Rare or valuable 
specimens of printing, and alphabetically by 
author or title.. M. Rahir supplies an intro¬ 
duction of special interest to the voung collec¬

RAISING THE PRICE OF FICTION. 

While the press in this country and in Eng¬ 
land has been discussing the possibility of put¬ 
ting out new fiction at lower prices than now 
prevail, the retail book trade in Chicago has 
joined in a movement to put the price of $1.50 
fiction from 98 cents or $1.08 up to $1.18. This 
is noteworthy because, owing to certain legal 
restrictions as to trade regulation, the rules 
of the American Publishers’ Association were 
practically inoperative in Chicago. What is 
still more worthy of note is that the Chicago 
booksellers, according to all reports, have not 
the least difficulty in getting the increased 
price, and sell quite as many, if not more, 
novels at $1.18 as they did at 98 cents and 
$1.08. 

The example of the Chicago trade is stim¬ 
ulating the retail booksellers in Philadelphia, 
New York, Boston, Providence and several 
other cities to institute a similar movement 
looking to the advancing of the price of fiction 
to Si.10 or $1.15 and possibly to $1.18 and 
$1.20—not at once, but by easy stages. Some 
booksellers in certain of these cities have 
never retailed fiction below $i.iS since the 
reform movement was inaugurated, and no 
one of them has ever wavered in his stand, 
even in face of the spasmodic competition of 
the department stores. 

The ability to raise prices will, of course, 
depend upon local conditions and the quality 
of the trade to which the bookseller caters. 
In many localities bookbuvers rarely question 
prices when making purchases, insisting sim¬ 
ply upon prompt and intelligent service. In 
other localities buyers do question prices, often 
indeed very closely, and quibble even at 
the lowest figures quoted, no matter how 
prompt or intelligent the service may be. In 
the one case the bookseller probably will be 
obliged to extend more or less credit, in the 
other case his credit accounts probably will be 
few and the transactions chiefly cash. If his 


clients demand long-time credit, as most gilt- 
edged custom does, it is obvious that retailing 
$1.50 fiction at $1.08 is not profitable; indeed, 
it may be a losing business, unless the deficit 
can conscientiously be charged to the ad¬ 
vertising account. On the other hand, if 
the transactions are chiefly in cash and 
the turnover frequent enough there need 
be less anxiety as to losses, provided stock 
has been laid in carefully and strictly to meet 
the probable needs of the bookseller’s trade. 
But, in neither case, is the selling of-fiction at 
the minimum price much of a “business prop¬ 
osition and in view of the increasing cost of 
manufacture and of doing business, the book¬ 
seller seems to be justified in resorting to 
legitimate means of making ends overlap 
rather than of taking the risk of having them 
meet only as near as possible. 

It has been our own feeling that the price of 
fiction should go down nearer to a dollar 
than further up, and particularly that the pub¬ 
lisher’s advertised price should be the actual 
retailing price as with present net books; but 
so far as fixing the prices of books is concerned, 
the publisher probably has reached the limit so 
far as the downward trend is concerned, he 
himself being confronted on all sides with the 
upward trend in everything that enters into 
the manufacture and distribution of books. 
Until a reaction downward sets in, therefore, 
the bookseller, as every other retailer is 
obliged to do, must look to the consumer to 
help him bear the burden of prosperity. 


IOWA DISCOURAGES FOREIGN 
TRADE. 

low a is making an effort to protect its mer¬ 
chants by means of a bill, known as the Bruce 
Bill, and numbered Senate 201, which specifi¬ 
cally prohibits the taking of orders or the 
soliciting of orders for any kind of mer¬ 
chandise whatever outside of incorporated 
towns until the salesman or solicitor has se¬ 
cured a license from the county in which such 
soliciting is to be done. The fee for such 
license is to be one hundred dollars and the 
license is not transferable. 

Quite apart from other considerations, which 
chiefly concern the citizens of the State of 
Iowa, the enactment of such a law^ would ren¬ 
der it impracticable for most publishers to 
send to Iowa representatives carrying speci¬ 
mens of their current and forthcoming publi¬ 
cations to present to the attention of the book¬ 
sellers throughout the State. 

Iowa is, of course, to be classed with the 
most intelligent of the communities in the 
country, and its towns are important, in pro¬ 
portion to their population, among the towns 
that purchase higher class literature, and it 
is to be assumed that there is an advantage to 
the State, as well as to the authors and pub¬ 
lishers, in having such literature kept on the 
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counters of the book shops and made available 
for the inspection of libraries and of other 
purchasers. 

It is just likely that the Bruce Bill is not 
intended to prevent this kind of trade, but 
as the provisions are now worded, such trade 
would be prevented, and the publishers would 
have to instruct their travellers to omit from 
their trips the State of Iowa. For that reason 
it is to be hoped that the bill may not receive 
the signature of the Governor, and propa¬ 
ganda towards that end should be made. 


COMBINATIONS TO MAINTAIN 
PRICES NOT ILLEGAL IN 
GERMANY. 

The Prussian Supreme Court of Judicature 
recently sustained the decision of the Berlin 
County Court against A. Jandorf & Co., pro¬ 
prietors of a well-known department store in 
Berlin in a suit brought by Jandorf against the 
Association of Manufacturers of Proprietary 
Articles, of the same city, to restrain the de¬ 
fendants from blacklisting the plaintiffs for 
underselling certain of their articles. . The 
Association of Manufacturers of Proprietary 
x\rticles numbers sixty members, all of them 
manufacturers of cosmetics, tooth pastes, toilet 
articles, etc., who combined to protect. their 
goods by fixing on each article a minimum 
price below which such article could not be 
sold. According to their rules the members 
of the Association agreed to cut off the sup¬ 
plies of any dealer who undersold an article 
of even one of the members of the Associa¬ 
tion. The goods were sold to the wholesale 
dealers under a special agreement to main¬ 
tain prices, and the wholesale dealers in turn 
sold the goods to the retailers, under a sim¬ 
ilar agreement. 

The Jandorf store, two years ago, offered 
certain widely-advertised toilet articles manu¬ 
factured by two members of the Association, 
ordinarily sold for fifty pfennigs, at forty-five 
pfennigs, and when warned to desist declared 
itself ready to do so if other undersellers were 
obliged to conform. When the manufacturers 
had succeeded in bringing the other under¬ 
sellers to terms and notified Jandorf of the 
fact that firm refused to cease underselling 
the articles in question. Thereupon the As¬ 
sociation, in April, 1905, notified their jobbers 
to warn their constituents against dealing 

4 with the Jandorf concern, which promptly 
brought suit. In the lower court the defend¬ 
ants were sustained on the ground that as each 
individual is legally justified in fixing a price 
upon his manufactures and to protect that 
price, so a number of individuals may legally 
co-operate and exclude an offender against 
their rules even if he undersells only one ar¬ 
ticle of a single member of such a combina¬ 
tion. The court considered that such com¬ 
binations are the result of the economic strug¬ 
gle in which the individual manufacturer is 
threatened with injury if not destruction by 
the ever-increasing mammoth mercantile es¬ 
tablishments, and, in self-defense, is obliged to 
combine with others forced into a similar pre¬ 
dicament. The higher court concurred in this 
view and the decision was sustained. 


THE CONGREGATIONAL S. S. AND 
PUB. CO. ROBBED. 

It is charged that systematic thefts cover¬ 
ing a period of several years have depleted the 
treasury of the Congregational Sunday School 
and Publishing Company at Boston to the ex¬ 
tent of $12,000. There will be a thorough 
overhauling of the affairs of the corporation, 
and an upheaval of the directorate is expected 
at the annual meeting on April 1, when a com¬ 
mittee consisting of five clergymen will take 
part in the choice of a board of directors. 

As much as 400,000 pounds of printing paper 
costing 2 )V\ cents a pound has been stolen, it 
is alleged. Persons implicated are said to be 
known, and $2500 has been recovered. A civil 
suit is in process, but no criminal action has 
been taken. 


THE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY AC¬ 
CUSED OF BEING A “TRUST.” 

The New York World, on Marsh 25, printed 
a sensational attack on the American Bible 
Society under the “scare” head of “Trust 
Controls Price of Bibles Like Oil or Sugar.” 
Considering that any one in this country with 
ready money or credit enough may print 
Bibles to his heart's content, and that in Eng¬ 
land it requires only a license from the Crown 
to print an edition of the Bible, and that, as 
a matter of fact, there are a dozen firms or 
more in this country and in England that turn 
out thousands of Bibles and Testaments every 
year for Protestants and Catholics, and in al¬ 
most every language, at from less than ten 
cents apiece upward, the charge against the 
American Bible Society that it is a “trust” and 
pursues methods “no different from those of 
the Standard Oil Company” certainly has no 
force, and needs reconstruction. 

The administration of the American Bible 
Society and its methods of work have 
been the subject of severe criticism by Dr. 
Edmund F. Merriam, editor of The Watch¬ 
man, who claims that “every dollar’s worth of 
free Bibles distributed by the American Bible 
Society cost nearly $4 to circulate;” that Tes¬ 
taments which once could be had from Can¬ 
ada, laid down in Boston at a little less than 
three cents, and which were sold at that price, 
can no longer be had, and that a similar book 
put out by the American Bible Society costs 
five cents; that the American Bible Society 
has an agreement with the British and Foreign 
Bible Society that they will not invade each 
other’s field; that the Canadian Bible Society 
will not sell Bibles for gratuitous distribution 
in the United States, and that the American 
Bible Society is guilty of much other un- 
Christian and unbusinesslike practices. Much 
of these “revelations” is ancient history, the 
only new thing that we have been able to dis¬ 
cover is that it is actually impossible to obtain 
in this country the penny Testament formerly 
supplied by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. 

Referring to the charge that the Brit¬ 
ish and Foreign Bible Society has a work¬ 
ing arrangement with the American Bible So¬ 
ciety to control the prices of Bibles here of- 
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ficers of the English society are reported to 
have said: “We don’t sell in the United States 
because we don’t work there. We know of no 
trust. In every country to which we send 
Bibles we lose money. The only arrangement 
we have with the American Society is that we 
supply them at cost price. We leave the dis¬ 
tribution to them. The statement that we 
have anything to do with a trust, if there be 
such a thing, is not true.” 

The American Bible Society might invite 
an investigation and bring its traducers to 
book. 


ROTHSCHILD’S BOOK ON EXTINCT 
BIRDS. 

The Hon. Lionel Walter Rothschild, ac¬ 
cording to a special cable despatch to the New 
York Sun , has been for a long time devoting 
part of his share of the Rothschild family’s 
wealth to the production of one of the cost¬ 
liest books on record. The work will shortly 
be issued by Hutchinson & Co., of London. 

Its subject is extinct birds. It aims to give 
accounts of all birds that have become extinct 
in historical times. The author, whose pri¬ 
vate natural history museum at Tring Park, 
Hertfordshire, is world famed, has spent 
about $100,000 on the books, while the Hutch- 
irsons have expended more than $5000 for en¬ 
graving blocks alone. 

They have also been experimenting for 
years to obtain an imperishable paper, Mr. 
Rothschild wishing the work to endure for all 
time, because he thinks it improbable that the 
subject will ever be rehandled. It is stated 
that the Hutchinsons have now obtained for 
the plates paper so sure that it will take color 
printing without any coating and give perfect 
results. It costs about 36 cents a pound. 

Only 300 copies of the English edition of 
the work will be printed. It will be sold for 
$125 a copy. Foreign editions will follow. 


PLAYRIGHT AND COPYRIGHT. 

Macmillan & Co., a short time ago, brought 
out a work entitled “Playright and Copy¬ 
right in all Countries, Showing How to Pro¬ 
tect a Play or a Book Throughout the World,” 
by William Morris Colies and Harold Hardy. 
The book is intended to be a practical guide 
for authors, publishers and theatrical man¬ 
agers, and fills a decided want in providing a 
concise statement in ordinary language, avoid¬ 
ing, as far as possible, technical phrases, as to 
what must be done by an author before pro¬ 
ducing a play or a book in order to secure his 
rights not only in the country where his work 
is first published, but also in other countries 
where his work may subsequently find a mar¬ 
ket. While the work is written from an Eng¬ 
lishman’s standpoint, chiefly for English writ¬ 
ers, the work will also be found extremely 
useful, by citizens of countries outside the 
Copyright Union, especially by Americans. In 
an appendix are given the texts of the English 
Dramatic Copyright Act, 1833; the Copyright 
Act, 1842; the international Copyright Act, 
1886; the Berne Convention, 1886; the Order 


in Council, November 28, 1887; the Additional 
Act of Paris, 1896; the Interpretative Declar¬ 
ation of Paris, 1896; the Order in Council, 
March 7, 1898; the U. S. A. Revised Statutes; 
the Act of March 3, 1905; Form of Applica¬ 
tion for Copyright Registration (U. S. A.;) 
Information Circular, No. 33, (U. S. A.;) 
Treaty between the United States and Japan; 
English Copyright Form of Registration, and 
the Australian Copyright Act, 1905.

MORE LIGHT ON “HOW *UNCLE TOM’S 
CABIN’ WAS PUBLISHED.” 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir : Since in your issue of March 23 
you refer to my father’s (the late Henrv 
Vizetelly) connection with the publishing of 
Uncle Tom’s .Cabin” in England, perhaps 
in fairness to his memory you will permit me 
to ask you to print a statement which he made 
of his connection with the work over his own 
signature several years before his death. As- 
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you will see, the man whom you quote as an 
authority was a very young man, much too 
young to have any personal knowledge of the 
matters about which he has written, and 
therefore all he has written should be taken 
cum grano salis. 

My father wrote: “It must have been soon 
after this affair that I brought out, in con¬ 
junction with Salisbury the printer, who used 
to machine 'Readable Books’ for me, and 
Clarke, who bound the volumes, the first edi¬ 
tion published in England of Mrs. Beecher 
Stowe’s world-famous romance, ‘Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin.’ A year or two ago I found it neces¬ 
sary to tell the history of this reprint in a 
letter to the Literary World, the principal 
passages of which may be here quoted: 

“I fail to see that any particular honor or merit 
is due to the person who first introduced ‘Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin’ to the English public; still it may be 
as well to correct the misstatements contained in the 
letter you have published, signed Charles M. Clarke, 
who, if born at the time the incidents occurred, of 
which he speaks so positively from his own personal 
knowledge, could only have been a baby in long 
clothes, or, at most, a little boy in knickerbockers. 

“The true circumstances connected with the issue 
of the English reprint of the book are these: In 
the first place no advance copy of the work was 
submitted to any London publisher, but Mr. Bogue 
received an ordinary copy of ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ 
from a young man in Putnam’s New York house, 
accompanied by a letter stating that the book was 
selling rapidly in the States, and suggesting that Mr. 
Bogue should reprint it, and send him a trifle for 
his pains. Mr. Bogue, however, not caring to embark 
in cheap reprints of American authors, offered me 
the work for my series of ‘Readable Books.’ 

“The American edition of ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ 
being in two stout volumes, I hesitated to run the 
risk of issuing the work at a shilling, and while 
I was considering what to do with it I received a 
visit from Messrs. Salisbury and Clarke, who, being 
well aware of the great .success of the ‘Readable 
Books’ series were constantly bothering me to sug¬ 
gest some further literary venture which would 
provide work for their establishments and might be 
undertaken in partnership. To get rid of their 
importunities, I offered them to join with me in re¬ 
printing ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin,’ and it was agreed to 
produce an edition of the book in shares, each of us 
being responsible for a third of the cost. 

“Mrs. Stowe’s second title, ‘Life Among the 
Lowly,’ was changed by me to ‘Negro Life in the 
Slave States of America,’ and a writer, then little 
known, but who is now widely appreciated, both as 
journalist and essayist, wrote a preface to the work 
for the modest sum of two guineas. The book was 
printed crown 8vo size, and the price was half-a- 
crown. 

“Although well advertised the volume— of which 
2500 copies had been printed —proved a failure; but 
a rather singular circumstance contributed to its 
eventful [>jc] success. In the ‘Readable Books’ 
series I had reprinted Curtis’s ‘Nile Notes,’ much to 
the annoyance of Mr. Richard Bentley, who had a 
half-guinea edition of the work. ‘Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin’ being advertised with both my own and 
Clarke’s imprint, Mr. Bentley, by way of retaliation 
against me, I imagine, announced a shilling edition 
of the book. With the view of checkmating him I 
had a cover printed with ‘Price one shilling’ on it 
and got Clarke to do a copy of our edition in paper 
boards, trimming it as near to a foolscap 8vo as could 
be managed. I then sent the volume to Mr. Bentley, 
with my compliments, and a notification that the 
accompanying shilling edition of ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ 
was on the eve of publication. This induced Mr. Bentley 
to hold his hand, and as there was scarcely any sale 
of the book at half-a-crown in cloth, it was determined 
to work off the remaining sheets in paper boards at 
a shilling. 

“Shortly after this had been decided I went 
abroad with Mr. Birket Foster and was absent for 
two or three months. On my return I found that 
‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ had been and still was the 
book which everybody was reading and talking about. 
After a reasonable delay I applied to Clarke for an 
account of the sales, when he referred me to Salis¬ 
bury and Mr. S. O. Beeton, who, in the interim had 


joined Clarke and Salisbury in partnership. These 
gentlemen laughed at the idea of my asking for an 
account, told me that during my absence abroad 
they had paid my clerk for the work I had done in 
connection with the volume, and had also repaid 
to him the five pounds which had been forwarded 
to Putnam’s young man, and that they declined to 
recognize me any further in the matter. 

“I made short work of this impudent repudiation, 
told them I would give them a few hours to decide 
what they would do, but that if I did not receive 
a satisfactury proposal by noon, next day, I would 
at once file a bill in Chancery for an account. At 
11 o’clock the following morning Mr. S. O. Beeton 
called upon me and offered me first £200 and then 
£300, provided I would waive an account. I replied 
that the extremest sum I had ever hoped to make out 
of my share of the ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ reprint was 
£500, and that after the dishonorable way in which 
I had been treated I was determined not to accept 
a penny less. Before the day expired I received 
the acceptances of Clarke, Salisbury and Beeton for 
the sum in question, and my connection with ‘Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin’ thereupon ceased.”

POSTAL MATTERS. 

THE NEW THIRD ASSISTANT POSTMASTER- 
GENERAL. 

A. L. Lawshe, of Indiana, on March 22 r 
succeeded Edwin C. Madden as Third As¬ 
sistant Postmaster-General. Mr. Lawshe has 
occupied a number of Government positions. 
He was appointed deputy auditor of the Post 
Office Department in 1897. Later he was 
made auditor in Cuba during the occupation 
of that island by American troops immediately 
following the Spanish war. He then became 
Government auditor in the Philippines. 

Mr. Madden before retiring is reported to 
have given out a statement in which he said: 

“I wish the commercial bodies and citizens who 
have supported and commended my work to under¬ 
stand that I am not leaving the task unfinished for 
any reason ever which I myself had control, and that 
so far as they gave me their encouragement and 
support it is appreciated and it was helpful in a most 
discouraging task. 

“My appointment in 1899 was secured through 
the recommendation of the railroad labor organiza¬ 
tions, I myself being a member of one of them. I 
have had their support all along and in the serious 
conflicts which have taken place. But for their con¬ 
fidence and support I might long ago have been de¬ 
posed, the interests affected adversely were so 
powerful. The accomplishments speak for themselves. 
Whatever the benefit to the public may be, some 
measure of appreciation is due the railroad men.” 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

The death of the eminent Orientalist and 
palaeographer, Monsignor Antonio Ceriani, 
Prefect of the Biblioteca Ambrosiana, at the 
age of seventy-nine is announced from Milan. 
He was the son of a peasant, and his learning 
was mainly self-acquired, the only places of 
education he attended being the priests’ sem¬ 
inaries. He had a profound knowledge of 
Syrian, Greek and Roman palaeography, and 
was a contributor to the publications of the 
Palaeographical Society. He became custo¬ 
dian of the library in 1854. His most impor¬ 
tant work was “Monumenta Sacra et Profana 
ex Codicibus praesertim Bibliothecae Ambro- 
sinae,” which he edited in nine volumes. 

Friedrich Wilhelm Blass, the foremost 
Greek scholar of our day, died suddenly at 
Halle, March 5, aged sixty-four, having been 
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born at Osnabriick, January 22, 1843. He made 
his fame at once, for his first work, on Greek 
and especially on Attic eloquence (1865) took 
the learned world by storm. He was then called 
to revise edition after edition of the texts of 
the Attic orators, and from Kiel, where he 
held his first chair, he was promoted to Halle. 
Finding that the main body of the students 
there were theological, he threw himself into 
the study of the Greek Testament, and pro¬ 
duced a grammar of that dialect (1896), as 
well as a. critical edition of St. Luke’s two 
works which made an epoch in their way. He 
was associated, from 1890, with papyrus dis¬ 
coveries from Greek Egypt and was able to 
apply his matchless skill and learning to the 
deciphering and the identifying of these wide¬ 
ly-scattered fragments. 

Constantine Petrovitch Pobiedonostseff, 
who, as Procurator-General of the Ploly 
Synod, was one of the most feared and un¬ 
popular men of Russia, died in St. Petersburg, 
March 23. He was born in Moscow in 1827, 
and was graduated in 1846 from the Imperial 
School of Jurisprudence at Moscow, where 
his father was an instructor. From 1859 to 
1865 he held the chair of civil law in the 
University of Moscow, and in 1866 was ap¬ 
pointed instructor in jurisprudence to the 
hereditary Grand Duke Nicholas. He after¬ 
wards exercised the function of tutor to 
Nicholas’s younger brother, Alexander, and 
to various other grand dukes. In 1881 he 
was called to the post of Chief Procurator of 
the Holy Synod of Russia, a position he held 
until 1905, when he retired to private life. 
Pobiedonostseff was the author of several 
published works. Among them were “A 
Cursus of Civil Law,” (three volumes,) “A 
Manual of Civil Law,” “Historical Essays,” 
“Outlines of History of the Orthodox 
Church,” “Biographical Essays,” “Pedagogi¬ 
cal Essays,” “Essays on the Feast Days of 
the Russian Church,” and his translation into 
Russian of Thomas a Kempis’s “The Imita¬ 
tion of Christ,” of Le Play’s “The Constitu¬ 
tion of Humanity” and of St. Augustine’s 
“Confessions.” To English readers, however, 
his best known work is his “Moscovsky 
Sbornik,” issued in 1898, and translated into 
German, French and English under the title 
of “Reflections of a Rusian Statesman.” 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

One item in the inventory of the estate of 
Professor George A. Wentworth, the author 
of the famous series of arithmetics, appraised 
at $502,372, is “copyrights $100,000.” 

Dr. Henry Van Dyke, of Princeton, has 
withdrawn his resignation, declaring that, 
“owing to the pressure brought to bear upon 
him, lie ‘cannot allow personal preference to 
stand in the way of fulfilling the desires of 
the friends who appreciate his poor efforts.” 

Walter Sichel is engaged upon a bio¬ 
graphical and critical study of Richard Brins¬ 
ley Sheridan. The Sheridan family have 
placed a large amount of partially unexplored 
material at Mr. Sichel’s disposal. Important 
facilities and documents have also been prom¬ 
ised in other quarters. The book, upon which 


Mr. Sichel has already been engaged for some 
time, should thus prove of definite value. It 
is to be published by Constable & Co., of 
London. 

In a letter written by Marie Corelli August 
4, 1892, to Stephen Massett, to be sold in the 
Crimmins collection of the Anderson Auction 
Company on April 8, the author says: “I am 
not the daughter of Charles Mackay and 
never was, but simply his adopted daughter, 
adopted under peculiar and extremely painful 
circumstances. ... I am of Italian extrac¬ 
tion ... no relation whatever to the Mackay 
family.” Indignantly disclaiming being mar¬ 
ried she continues, “I have made already . . . 
an ample fortune . . . what do I want with a 
husband ?” 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

Collecting is the title of a new illustrated 
weekly published at the offices 21 Grafton 
Street, Bond Street, W., London, Eng. Its 
object is to supply information for connois¬ 
seurs, collectors, experts and dealers, and for 
“lovers of the quaint, the rare and the pre¬ 
cious.” The first number is dated March 20. 

The Atlantic Monthly for April contains 
among other articles that should interest the 
bookseller an excellent paper on the decay of 
poetry by J. F. A. Pyre, entitled “Byron in 
Our Day;” an informing essay on “Ferdinand 
Brunetiere,” by Irving Babbitt; and an esti¬ 
mate of “Mr. Shaw as a Critic,” by H. W. 
Boynton. 

Commemorating the quarter-century anni¬ 
versary of the Electrical Review , the staff pre¬ 
sented Charles W. Price, president and editor, 
with a beautiful silver loving cup on February 
15. Thirty years ago Mr. Price was editor 
of the Barnesville (Ohio) Enterprise, going 
West in 1878, when he assisted in establish¬ 
ing the Topeka Daily Capital He was one 
of the editors of this paper for several years. 
In 1885 he was called to New York City to 
take a position on the staff of the Electrical 
Review. He has been chief of staff and larg¬ 
est owner for the past twenty years. 


OLD BOOK NOTES. 

Rare Shakespeare 'Quarto. —Sotheby’s 
will offer on April 20 the library of Major 
Sir Henry Mildmay. One of the rarities in 
this collection is a first quarto of Shake¬ 
speare’s Sonnets, with the much-debated 
dedication beginning “To the onli Begetter 
of these insuing Sonnets.” No perfect spec¬ 
imen has been offered at auction since 1864, 
when one fetched 215 guineas. 

The H. W. Webb Library sold for 
$30,000.—The library of the late H. Walter 
Webb, former Vice-President of the New 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad, 
was sold on March 22 at his home, Scar¬ 
borough, N. Y., to George D. Smith, of New 
York City,, for $30,000. Among the lot are 
a first edition of FitzGerald’s version of the 
“Rubaiyat,” published in 1859; a first edition 
of Gray’s “Elegy;” a copy of the “Confessions 
of an English Opium Eater,” published in 
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1822; three copies of the original editions of 
“Gulliver’s Travels,” published in 1726, and 
1727; six volumes of “Tom Jones,” 1749; two 
•volumes of Dr. Samuel Johnson’s “Rasselas,” 
1759; a first edition of Nathaniel Hawthorne’s 
“Twice Told Tales,” 1837; first editions of 
Lamb, Thackeray, Dickens, Tennyson, Emer¬ 
son, Lowell, Whittier, Longfellow, Swift, 
Byron, Coleridge, William Morris, Fielding 
and Robert Browning, etc. The collection in¬ 
cludes also the original deed which was 
•drawn up in 1719 by the Assembly of New 
Jersey, fixing the boundary line between New 
Jersey and New York, and the original map 
drawn by the surveyors, showing the most 
northern branch of the Delaware River as 
•surveyed by them. The document contains 
all the signatures of the various surveyors 
-appointed by the two States, with the original 
marks and seals attached to the signatures. 

The Louis M. Dillman Collection sold 
at Anderson’s on the 21st inst, realized a 
total of $16,500. It comprised a remark¬ 
able collection of British and American 
authors of the early part of the nineteenth 
century and other rarities of later dates. 
The top price of the sale was $900, paid 
for a first edition of John Keats’s “Poem,” 
with Keats’s autograph, “To my friends, 
the Miss Reynoldses [sic] J. K.,” on the 
title-page. A first edition of “Pauline,” 
Robert Browning’s first book, was sold for 
$810. A copy of the first collected edition of 
John Milton’s “Poems,” i2mo, London, 1645, 
and the first book bearing Milton’s name, 
was bought by Walter Hill, of Chicago, for 
$490. The rare first edition of Shelley’s 
“Queen Mab,” containing his name as the 
printer on the title-page, was sold for $650. 
A first edition of Keats’s “Endymion” went 
for $475. The first edition of Lamb’s “Tales 
from Shakespeare,” went for $800. A fine 
copy of the privately printed “Sonnets,” by 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning, fetched $300, and 
a first edition of “Cleon,” by Robert Browning, 
brought $100. “Hours of Idleness,” by Lord 
Byron, first edition, on large paper, sold for 
$160. A tall, uncut copy of the first edition of 
Coleridge’s “Poems on Various Subjects” 
fetched $100. A first edition of Edward Fitz¬ 
Gerald’s “Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam” sold 
for $ 335 - Keats’s “Lamia,” first edition, went 
for $200. A first edition of Charles Lamb’s 
“Mrs. Leicester’s School” fetched $125, and 
Charles Lloyd’s “Poems on the Death of Pris¬ 
cilla Farmer” sold for $180. 

The Van Antwerp Collection nets 
$81,755.—At the sale of the W. C. Van Ant¬ 
werp collection at Sotheby’s on March 22, 
23, an original Kilmarnock edition of Burns’s 
poems sold for $3500. A copy of the ex¬ 
ceedingly rare original Caxton Cicero “On 
Old Age” fell to iQuaritch at $3000, some 
$1250 more than was given for a copy in the 
Earl of Jersey sale twenty-three years ago. 
It is interesting to recall that the Jersey copy 
was sold in 1766 for two guineas. Next in 
importance was William Hubbard’s “Narra¬ 
tive of Troubles with Indians in New Eng¬ 
land,” a fine and perfect copy, which had been 
the property of the family of Nathaniel 


Hawthorne more than 225 years, thus making 
it doubly interesting from an American point 
of view. This was sold to iQuaritch for $2250. 
A notable feature of the sale was the re¬ 
markable prices obtained for Goldsmith 
items. A copy of the first issue of the first 
edition of “The Traveller” fell to B. F. 
Stevens for $1080, a record for this rare 
book. The first edition of the “Vicar of 
Wakefield” realized £59. A similar edition 
of “The Good Natured Man” went for £76, 
and an entirely uncut copy of “She Stoops to 
Conquer,” believed to be unique and in the 
original blue paper wrappers, for £90. A copy 
of Grey’s “Elegy,” 1751, sold for £205, an¬ 
other record price. A first folio of Shake¬ 
speare from the Rowfant library was bought 
by Quaritch for $18,000. At a previous sale 
it brought $8600. Other folios brought $3250, 
$1750 and 81000. A copy of Izaak Walton’s 
“Compleat Angler” sold for $6450. A copy of 
Sir Philip Sidney’s “Arcadia” brought $1565. 

Sir Philip Sidney’s “Arcadia.”— Bertram 
Dobell, the well-known London antiquary and 
bookseller, writes as follows to the London 
Athenceum: “Most of your readers, I sup¬ 
pose, will be glad to know that I have re¬ 
cently discovered a very remarkable manu¬ 
script copy of Sir Philip Sidney’s ‘Arcadia.’ 
It is a volume of 226 folios, or 452 pages. It 
contains a complete copy of the ‘Arcadia’ in 
five ‘Bookes or Actes,’ and also ‘Dyvers and 
Sondry Sonetts.’ Although there must have 
been a number of manuscript copies of the 
book in existence soon after it was written, 
no other copy save that which is before me 
appears to be now extant. This alone would 
make it uniquely interesting; but its value 
does not lie only in its rarity. It is not merely 
an ‘Arcadia;’ it is, I believe, the ‘Arcadia.’ 
It differs greatly from the printed texts. It 
contains much matter which is not to be found 
in the latter, while it omits much that appears 
in them. It gives us five new poems, and 
many fresh readings in the known poets. 
Among the ‘Dyvers and Sondry Sonetts’ there 
is also an unknown poem. I have not yet been 
able to study the manuscript sufficiently to 
be able to see the exact relation which it bears 
to the printed copies; but I have found a good 
many indications which point to its being Sir 
Philip Sidney’s first draft of the work. But 
whether it is this, or whether it is a recast of 
the first form of the romance, it is without 
doubt a most remarkable ‘find.’ Short of the 
discovery of a Shakspearean manuscript it is 
hard to imagine a more valuable treasure 
trove of its kind. Two things are plain— 
firstly, that it should find a place in one of our 
great public libraries; and secondly, that it 
should be printed with as little delay as pos¬ 
sible.”

S. F. McLean & Co. are retiring from the 
booktrade and Mr. McLean will give his en¬ 
tire time and attention to real estate, in which 
line he has been increasingly interested for the 
past two years. All sales made by S. F. Mc¬ 
Lean & Co. prior to March 12 are payable 
to S. F. McLean at No. 46 Bible House, and 
all debts owing by S. F. McLean & Co. will 
be met by the same at the same address. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

The Saalfield Publishing Co. are mar¬ 
keting a novelty in the shape of a muslin 
cutout “Teddy Bear,” which stands about 
fifteen inches high when made up. 

The B. F. Johnson Publishing Co., of 
Richmond, Va., are about to publish “Half 
Hours in Southern History,” by John Leslie 
Hall; also, Professor E. D. N. Painter’s 
“Poets of Virginia.” 

The Burrows Brothers Company have 
about ready the first volume of a “History of 
the Society of Jesus in North America,” from 
the first colonization till 1645, by Thomas 
Hughes. 

The C. M. Clark Publishing Company 
will publish on April 15 a new book by Charles 
Felton Pidgin, entitled “The Toymakers,” a 
captivating and merry tale of an old toy- 
maker who has a hobby for magical and elec¬ 
trical experiments. 

L. C. Page & Company will bring out im¬ 
mediately “The Chronicles of Martin Hewitt,” 
by Arthur Morrison, the author of “Martin 
Hewitt, Investigator,” and they will publish 
on April 1 W. D. McCrackan’s “The Italian 
Lakes,” the publication of which has been 
delayed for the inclusion of some unusual 
photographs the author has recently obtained. 

F. Marion Crawford’s latest manuscript, 
entitled “The Prima Donna,” has been se¬ 
cured by Munsey’s Magazine. The scenes of 
the story are laid in New York and London, 
and it opens with a sensational act in the 
New York Metropolitan Opera House. The 
story is a sequel to “Fair Margaret,” and will 
be published in book form in the fall by the 
Macmillan Company. 

D. C. Heath & Co. have in press “A Pro¬ 
gressive Spanish Reader” for beginners in 
school or college, by Professor Carlos 
Bransby, of the University of California.

It is brief, and will serve to pre¬ 
pare the way for edited texts. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. have added to their 
illustrated College Monographs “King’s Col¬ 
lege, Cambridge,” by C. R. Fay; to their 
English Men of Science series, “Thomas H. 


Huxley,” by J. R. Ainsworth Davis; to 
Everyman 3 s Library, “Speeches and Letters 
of Abraham Lincoln,” with an introduction by 
James Bryce, and to their Favorite Classics, 
“The Poems of Emily Bronte,” with an in¬ 
troduction by Arthur Symons. 

J. B. Lippincott Company publish this 
week “Sketches from Normandy,” by Louis 
Becke, who in this book turns away from his 
favorite haunts on the South Seas and deals 
with the people in the North of France, tell¬ 
ing most charmingly of the inhabitants and 
their ways. They have also ready this week 
the work on “The Old Engravers of Eng¬ 
land,” by Malcolm C. Salaman, which our 
printer last week persisted in translating into 
Solomon. 

The United States Treasury Department 
has just promulgated new Treasury and Post- 
Office regulations governing foreign mail im¬ 
portations, forming “Department Circular No. 
17, Division of Customs.” The circular has 
been prepared for the use of officers of the 
customs and others interested, and covers 
copyrighted articles as well as all other classes 
of articles imported through the mails. It is 
therefore of particular value to the booktrade. 
The circular, to which we will refer in detail 
in a future issue, may be obtained upon ap¬ 
plication to the Secretary of the Treasury. 

The Collector and Art Critic Company, 
New York City, has brought out “Whistler 
Notes and Footnotes, and Other Memoranda,” 
by A. E. G., essays on Whistler and his work 
originally published in various magazines in 
this country, London and Paris. In England 
the edition of the book, published by Elkin 
Matthews, is for the present suppressed be¬ 
cause the executrix of Whistler’s estate has 
taken objection to the use on the cover and 
title-page of the book of the well-known 
Whistler butterfly. Some lawyers say that 
legally the executrix is quite within her 
rights. 

Paul Elder & Company announce for 
spring publication “The Ministry of Beauty,’” 
ethical essays on love and service, by Stanton 
Davis Kirkham; “Where Dwells the Soul 
Serene,” by the same author; the “Psycho¬ 
logical Year Book,” quotations for everyday 
needs, compiled by Janet Young; “Sonnets 
of Heredia,” a limited edition of the transla¬ 
tion by Edward Robeson Taylor, with addi¬ 
tional notes ; a new edition of “Impressions 
of Ukyo-ye,” the school of Japanese print 
artists, by Dora Amsden; also, some wall 
cards—“Weaving of Life’s Fabric,” by Agnes 
Greene Foster; “Then Away with Longing,, 
and Ho! for Labor;” and Henry Van Dyke’s 
“Foot Path to Peace.”

halla,” by Myra Gross, a story of the Chris¬ 
tianizing of Norway; “The' Nutrition of 
Man,” by Prof. Russell H. Chittenden, of 
Yale, a book on food values; Dr. D. S. 
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Sager’s more practical book on a kindred 
subject, “The Art of Living in Good 
Healthalso, Dr. C. W. Saleeby’s book 
entitled “Worry,” explanatory of its effect on 
the human mechanism. 

Former Senator Stephen M. Griswold, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., who has been connected with 
Plymouth Church for fifty-five years and is 
the oldest surviving male member of the con¬ 
gregation, has compiled a history of that 
famous church, and it will soon be published 
in book form with the title “Half a Century in 
Plymouth Church.” Fifty-three years ago 
Mr. Griswold became an usher in Plymouth 
Church and he has retained that office ever 
since. He has never been absent from his 
post a single Sunday except through illness or 
absence from the city. He was a close friend 
of Henry Ward Beecher’s, and his forth¬ 
coming volume will contain many interesting 
reminiscences of the famous preacher. 

James Westell, the oldest of London’s 
many and world-renowned second-hand book¬ 
sellers, according to the London correspond¬ 
ent of the New York Times , has retired from 
business, and the shop in New Oxford Street, 
which was for forty years a haunt of Glad¬ 
stone, is closed. Lord Macauley, Edward 
Freeman, J. R. Green, Cardinals Newman 
and Manning,' and Dr. Pusey were among the 
frequenters of Westell’s shop. Both Bulwer 
and his son were also customers of Westell, 
and the old collector of books has always be¬ 
lieved that his first shop, off Tottenham Court 
Road, is the one described in “My Novel.” 
Mr. Westell’s son succeeds to his business, 
and will have a new shop along with the other 
second-hand book dealers, in Charing Cross 
Road. 

William J. Hay, at John Knox’s House, 
Edinburgh, has published an interesting book 
entitled “The Old Quadrangle, Edinburgh 
University MCM-MCMV.,” essays dealing 
with the civitas life of the Edinburgh student, 
written by four graduates, G. F. Barbour, 
William Lawson, A. F. Giles and A. F. 
Whyte, son of Dr. Whyte of Free St. George’s. 
All were brilliant students, and their book is 
not only reminiscent but helpful to those who 
intend becoming students at Edinburgh, as 
the regimen there differs considerably from 
that of other universities. But even for 
the casual reader the volume will have a 
charm not easily resisted. The frontispiece is 
from the pen of Dr. Otto Schapp, lecturer on 
German—for as yet the university has no 
chair.

It deals only with the corre¬ 
spondence that passed between the General 
and the Continental Congress. It includes 
not only the letters themselves, but the papers 
and documents inclosed and references to the 
action taken upon them by the Congress. 

For purposes of history and biography they 
will always have a notable and imperishable 
interest, embodying in no small measure 
the history of the Revolution and the acts of 
the leading men of that time. The calendar 
has been prepared by John C. Fitzpatrick, of 
the Division of Manuscripts, and follows 
closely the methods used in the Calendar of 
the Franklin collection. It comprises 741 
pages, and contains 31 facsimile reproduc¬ 
tions of the writing of the members of Wash¬ 
ington’s military family, his secretaries and 
aids-de-camp. These illustrations will form 
a convenient guide for identifying the writing 
of such military letters of Washington as 
bear only his signature.
